How the Plant I* Q 


From tune immemorial opium baa 


been grown, in Persia in 
hooil ol Yezd, aad enough 
produced there to supply tta demanda 
of the native market. Nine outjrf ten 
of tbe aged in Persia tatoBrtr^m'one to 
Gve prains of the dr^g, d^fly, it is 
largely used by tbe nativeMjbj 
and a considerable' eipprt$iSj>t up to 
central Asia. Durjng tba 
uie caused by the American war, the 
attention of tbe Persian 170! was 
turned to the cultivation of cotton, but 
Persian cotton soon became hardly 
worth gcowiog, save the small amount 
lequved for home manufacture, and 
the villages throughout the center and 
south gradually turned their attention 
to the cultivation of the poppy. Tpar 
by year this crop has become a more 
favorite one , and the reBnty has been 
that grain^growjng baa "been much neg- 
lected, with ,the effect of raising tbe 
pri( e in some district^. , In the neigh- 
borhood of fcpahftft, M /far as the eye 
ran reach, nothing butfielda of poppies 
are to be seen, with a small) patch here 
and there of wheat or barley, which 
the cultivator prodtwes lor hw own use 
br to give some rest to bis land

white varietv of the poppy is the one 
that is grown. It 13 aown broadcast 
'and very thickly, and when it hrst 
comes up resembles a very abundant 
crop of dandelions

in the pci cectage of morphia in Pers 
lan opium

men from the neighborhood of Yezd, 
who travel all over Persia to superin- 
tend the gathering of the crop and its 
subsequent preparation, begin to col- 
lect the opium from toe plant

THE JEWS IN PERSIA. 


Bow They An Tortured and Robbed— 


> Tomba of £sther ttDd Mordecal. 


The position of the Jews in Persia is 


a Very painful one. They are under 
no protection. They are merely tho 
perquisite of some subordinate officer 
ol the local Governor. The principle 
is very simple. The Jews of a province 
are assessed at a tax of a certain 
amount Some one pays this amoun 
to the local Governor, together with i 
bribe; and tho -wretched Jews are im 
mediately placed under his authority 
for the linancial year. It i.i a simpl 
((peculation. If times are good, tho 
farmer of tho Jews makes a gooi 
profit; if they are bad, he gains noth 
ing, or may fail to extract from them 
as much as he has paid out of pocket—. 
in that case, woe botide them! During 
the Persilin famine the Jews suflera 
great straits before the receipt of the 
subsidies sent from Europe by their cc 
religionists. The farmer of the Jew 
ish colony in a great Perisan city (o 
course, a Porsiaii Mohimmedan) hav 
lug seized their goods and clothes, pro 
ceeded, in the cold of a Persian winter 
to remove tho doors and windows o 
their hovels and to wantonly burn 
them. The farmer was losing money 
and sought thus to enforce what he 
considered his rights. No Persian 
pitied the unfortunates; they wert 
Jews, and so beyond the pale of pity 


Kvery street boy raises his ham 
against the wretched Hebrew; ho i 
beaten and buffeted in the streets, spa 
upon in the bazaar. The only person 
he can oppeal to is the farmer of tho 
Jews. 1'rom him he will obtain a cer 
tain amount of protection if he bo act 
ual.ly robbed,of money or goods, no 
from th» farmer's sense of justice, bo 
because the complainant, were hi 
wrong unredressea, might be unablt 
to pay his share 01 the tax. At every 
public festival—even at the roya 
salaam, before the King's face—UK 
Jews are collected, and a number o: 
them are Hung into the hauz or tnnk 
that King and mob may be amused b) 
seeing them crawl cut half drownei 
and covered with mud. The samo 
kindly ceremony is witnessed when- 
ever a provincial Governor holds hijjl 
festival; there are fireworks and Jews 
At every arrival of a new provmeia 
Governor the Jews are compelled to 
sacrifice an ox in his honor upon UK 
high roiul at some distance from t) 
town. The head man of the Hebrew 
community has to run with tho liloed- 
ing ho.xd of the animal, imploring the 
Governor's coimtenance and protec- 
tion, until he is beaten off by the Jar 
rashes. No child is missing for a. fe\v 
hours bnt the Jew-> are accused o: 
stealing it for sacrifice, and ou huch oc 
casions they are shamefully btateu am 
robbed. Noraspect is p:iid to tJieir 
wives and daughters. They are. com 
pelled to live in a "Ghetto," crowded 
together, whure the houses resemble 
the dens of animals rather than tho 
habitations of men. 
When a Je'v mar 


ries a rabble of the Mohammedan rut' 
fians of tho town invite tbomselves to 
the ceremony, and, after a scene o 
riot and intoxication, not uufrequcntly 
beat their host and his relations and in 
suit the women of tho community,onl< 
leaving the Jewish charter when" they 
have slept off the drink they havo swal- 
lowed at their unwilling host's ex 
pensu. Huddled together as they are 
aud liviug on the poorest food, Is il U 
be wondered at that tho Jews of Persit. 
are n pule aud sickly race? Tho won 
der rather is that they exist at all. 


There aro supposed to bo nineteen 


thousand Jews in Persia. 
Thei e is i 


Iwjunn-bushi, or priest, to each largt 
community. As a rule, this man alone 
of all the Jews, is not persecuted by 
the Persians, though he is subject to if 
treatment in tho bazaars. Education is 
absolutely denied to tho Jews. 
O: 


course, from their religion, the numer- 
ous colleges of Persia aro closed to 
them, ns are tho ordinary schools. 
Even the school of the Church Mission 
arv Society in Julfa is to them unavail 
able, for they would not dare to senc 
their children there any more than 
would'the Mohammedans. 
Converts 


to Mohammedanism from the Persian 
Jews are very few. 
Generally they are 


women or girls who have been dccoycc 
trom their homes or married toMussul 
mans under threats of violence. 
Such 


conversion is of little worth, but th 
foar of death would, even after it, pre- 
vent a relapse. 
The children of these 


marriages aro termed Jedoeds. They 
arc not looked dqjvn on by the Per- 
lians, but rather favored than olher- 
1V1S''. 


Tho trades open to the Jews aro 


brokerage; working in the precious 
metals, in which they lire very expert 
iloalin<j in precious stones; peddling 
(he selling of leeches, for which then: 
in a largv demand; the making aud 
salo on their premises of wine anil 
arrack; music, singing and dancing 
(three professions only practised tor 
hire in the East by the -owest of the 
low); tho manufacture of spurious an- 
cient coins; the practice ot midwifery 
by tho women; and the cleaning of 
drains, cesspools otc., by tho men (for 
when any unclean or tiltby job is to be 
done Jews are sent for to do it.) 
' With all the disadvantages thai they 
labor under in Persia, the Jews are 
fairly honorable. 
A Jew will nevei 


take a false oath. 
A few of them can 


read and write, and some possess a 
knowledge of Hebrew. 
r,ike the res I 


of their nation all over the world, they 
are very intelligent. Even in Persia a 
btupid Jew does not exist; they may 
he ignorant, but that is their luisfor 
tune. 


It may be asked why do not the Jew? 


leave this veritable house of bondage? 
Because they aro not permitted, ex- 
cept as a special favor, even to leavo 
the district they aro settled in. One 
favor they do enjoy in Persia; they aro 
uot compelled to serve in the army. 


Tte*/ews of Persia aro in tho habit 


of making pilgrimages to the tombs o) 
Esther and ilordecai, who lie in a poor 
littlo1 shrine near Hamadan. 
Thesa 


tombs are covered each by a wooden 
ark, on which are stuck small piecei 
of paper like labels, covered with He 
brew characters. 
They are placed 


there by the Hebrew pilgrims. There 
is nothing to attract the cupidity of tho 
Persians hero. There are the graves 
and tho wooden arks, under a small 
dome some fifty feet high. The build-*

Shiraz is a large and ancient grave- 
yard; there are no mounds, no tombs, 
or monuments. A few very small Hat 
stones covered with Hebrew charac- 
ters mark the resting places of genera- 
tions of oppressed Jews. The grave- 
yard remains undefiletl, for it is hidden 
by grass and weeds. The Christians of 
Shiraz lately placed a high wall round 
their burial ground, which is adjacent 
The natural result in a Mohammedan 
country followed; the graves were des- 
ecrated and the tombstones displaced 
and broken.—Cor.

A Picture of Our Continent Just lit fore the 


Advent of Human Life. 


Tho coming vear's work of the Geo- 


logical Survey has been mapped out 
by Major Powell, and the plans have 
received 
the approval of Secretary 


Lamur. 


Tho work of the map makers, while 


serving 
Uie 
many important ends, 


State and municipal, of the most exact 
geographical 
surveys 
upon a large 


.'cale, is, so far as the Government is 
concerned, merely designed 
to lay 


the 
necessary 
foundation for the 


studies of the savants ot the institution. 
The early functions of the Geological 
Survey, and of the organizations which 
a lew years ago were, merged into it. 
were 
limited 
to 
the 
survey 
and 


study of the public domain, and of the 
six hundred thousand square miles 
—about onc-lifth of the area of the 
Union—already covered by the sur- 
veyors and geologists, 
live hundred 


.thousand lie west of the, one hun- 
'dredth 
meridian. 
This region lias 


proved a rare school of science, the 
physical conditions having been such 
as to preserve unchanged tho earliest 
rock torms, so that the history of the 
globe far back toward its genesis may 
bo read from tho mountain sides aa 
from an open book. 
When tho study 


was begun 
I here was nothing in geo- 


logioil literature to show that similarly 
favorable regions existed elsewhere, 
and H was for a timo believed that our 
plareau districts were in many respecta 
unique 
It is now known, however. 


that portions of Abyssinia, of northern 
Spain, of China and of the Great 
Sahara, present likt; conditions, both as 
to the formations and their it:ite of 
preservation. 


Tho picture in outline of the young 


continent, lu rjnartornary timo, just be- 
foro the advent of human life, into 
winch, as ouo of a series, these scion- 
tiiic men are now painting the details, 
has but tew familiar features. 
The 


great mountain systems were already 
uplifted, and were vastly more rugged 
and higher than now. The Southern 
Sea, now tLO Gulf of Mexico, hail pos- 
session of an immense strip of the lower 
counliy, and of the great valley and 
the Atl.iulic Coast. The Pacific Slope 
'was a region of steep glaciers. 
The 


Great Hasiu wa-. an inland ocean, or, 
rather, two great inland seas were 
i'ouud within it, of one of which the 
'Gp.at Salt l.ako is a petty remnant. 
This region and that to the south, now 
so sterile and dry, was then one of great 
humidity, and, where not covered with 
water, was very fertile. 
An ice sheet 


extended, over the norUiern portion of 
tho eastern and middle country, cover- 
ing tho great lakes aud the bordering 
regions to the south for hundreds of 
miles. Continually moving southward, 
this sheet deposited its cargoes of det- 
ritus century after century, forming 
;the subsoils of what are now tho East- 
ern, Middle aud Northwestern States; 
aud heaped up a terminal moraine, still 
d'SUnrlly traceable as a raugo ol' hills 
through New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
lOliin, Illinois, Iow:t, and thence north- 
westward along the present line of tho 
Missouri through Dakota, and up into 
the Uiitish possessions. Great tongues 
of ice <,liot ofl'lrom tins sheet far to the 
southward, wtiilo an island 
region, 


comprising much of the present State 
of Wisconsin, remained bare. There 
were, ui fuel, two great ico periods, 
(with an intervening season longer than 
the uir.e which has elapsed since the 
^lisappcarance ol (lie last sheet, and 
•during the interval forests of largo 
conifers covered the face of the earth. 
Long Island, which was covered by 
glacial deposits, marks tho southeastern 
Ijmit of the .'-hect. 
| The climatic conditions of the coun- 
try sontu of the great ice belt wero 
much tho same as at prcseut, and tho 
flora was similar, though coniferous 
growths were proportionately much 
more abundant. 
Through the forests 


along the borders of tho ico sheet 
roamed strange animals, among which 
were the huge, hairy and more than 
elephantic mammoth: the horse, 
a 


smaller animal than his relative of to- 
dav, having well-formed hoof*, 
but 


still bearing in rudimentary form one 
or two of tho toes of his primeval an- 
costors; the great buffalo, two or three 
times laiger than his descendant of to- 
daj ; the pijr, more nearly resembling 
the peccary of South America than tho 
familiar ho<r of our own country, and 
other creatures curiously related to the 
modern camel aud rhinoceros. Then 
came man, but his early footprints ars 
too few and indi.slinct to reveal within 
a few thousand years just v,hen ho 
came, while whence and how he came 
fow venture even to guess.— Washing- 
ton Cur. N. Y. t-itn.

IT may not be generally known 


that at tbe dose of tbe war of tbe 
rebellion a number of Southern fam- 
ilies emigrated to Brazil, and formed 
what has been known as "the Con- 
federate colony." A few have re- 
turned borne, bat a majority remain 
abroad, and are prospering. Mr. 
Bedfotd Mackey, U. S. consul at Bio 
Grande de Su), writes as follows re- 
garding these expatriated sons of 
tbe South : 


"Mr. Robert Barton, civil engineer, 


n leading member of tbe colony, 
called upon me at my consulate in 
Bio Grande de Sul, in April of tbe 
present year, lie says the colony 
consists of about six hundred souls, 
tbe rubles preponderating. It is lo- 
cated in the province of Sao Paolo, 
or St. Paul, about four hundred 
miles southwest of Bio Janeiro. 
With the exception of Bio Grande 
de Sul and Parana this is the moat 
southerly province of Brazil. Its 
members, who have lived there now 
nearly nineteen years, are nearly all 
eiigagsd in farming and manufac- 
turing—the cultivation of cotton, 
coffee, corn, tobacco, etc., and tbe 
manufacture of wagons, plows and 
other agricultural implements. It is 
a fine farming region, well watered 
by numerous navigable streams, and 
in the center of the great coffee sec- 
tion. It abounds also in good iron 
ores, and there are extensive iron 
works at St. Paul, the capital of the 
province, about thirty miles north- 
west of Santos, its principal port of 
entry. Mr. Barton informs me that 
be has, with seven of his old com- 
rades in arms, built a house in the 
wilderness of Sao Paolo and bung a 
sign from it on which they have in- 
scribed the words The Bebels' Best.' 
The members of the colony are re- 
puted to be highly moral, thrifty and 
prosperous, and loyal and law abid- 
ing subjects of the empire in which 
they have made their homes. They 
are still thoroughly American in 
character and sympathies. They 
live in a healthy country and among 
a brave and hospitable people. TLe 
United States Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions has several mis 
sionary stations in the province of 
Sao 1'aulo, comprising ten or twelve 
clergymen and four or five churches. 
There is 110 religious intolerance in 
Brax.il."
